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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. The 
argument that the invention uses a "single" signal that uses one cardiac signal is not persuasive. Specifically, original claim 15 had the 
limitation that "a" signal is received from "at least one electrode" and therefore can come from multiple electrodes. The other dependent 
claims use a "cross chamber" signal. A cross chamber signal is sensed between two electrodes and therefore there are two signals. It is 
unclear how a cross chamber signal could be produced otherwise. In addition, the examiner repeats that the claims are "comprising" 
claims and do not preclude the use of additional signals. Also, nowhere does the claims state that a "single" signal is used. Also, the 
applicant states/argues, correctly, that "a" may mean one or more and therefore the examiner is not persuaded that the claims use a 
"single" signal. Kroll specifically states that cross chamber sensing or unipolar signals can be used in columns 16 and 17. Finally, as 
stated previously, Hedberg shows in figures 1, 2, 3, 13, etc and discusses in columns 6 and 8 etc, the use of unipolar and cross chamber 
signals, the use of numerous electrode combinations, etc. Specifically, as one example of many, Hedberg shows in figure 2 using cross 
chamber signals in the present invention .
